Treaty Is Bombshell 


(By tho Associated -Press) . 
OA-^ The organizers of the 


Genoa conference today I-were at- 
tempting to grope their way -out of 
the debris and confusion-'eaiteed by; 
the explosion of. the 
German-Rus- 


sian bombsell the secret signing of 
a. formal peace treaty between -the 
two nations at Rapallo. on Sunday. 


The judicial experts of the pow- 


ers which organized the. conference 
met to consider whether . the new 
pact violates the stipulations of the 
treaty of Versailles or conflicts with 
the resolutions of the supreme coun- 
cilat Cannes on which the present 
conference is founded and which all 
the nations coming to Genoa were 
expected to accept as the basis of 
the meeting. 


The experts later were to report 


to an assembly which included 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan 
and Belgium, and the leading dele- 
gates of the little entente nations. 


The delegations of the 34-coun- 


tries represented here ar.e wonder- 
ing at the real effect of the surprise 
treaty will be on the conference. The 
pact, constitutes recognition by Ger- 
many of the Russian-government a 
question forming one of the chief 
points of th% conference agenda. 


The 'terms 'dishonorable" and 


"disloyal" were employed by the 
British spokesman-; in referring to 
Germany's action. Words of 'wam- 
ng were uttered significantly by 
the French that if the conference 
were employed to construct secret 
combinations one against another, 
then Genoa, instead of proving a 
boon, would develop as an obstacle 
;o reestablishment of an era of con- 
idence and peace. •

[To the Editor]—I read an account in Skan- 


dinaven a few days after the special session 
was called in Madison- last month wherein it 
was stated that Niles P. Haugen made a great 
plea against the administration in calling a spe- 
cial session at this time and Skandinaven seems 
very much elated over it for they said the oppon- 
ents of the governor were very much pleased.

jack* to eat .the breakfast at five in the mom- 
ing, to ran the big Weierhanser mill here in 
Chippewa Paris 12 hours a. day in order to 
make a little money for the lumber barons. 
Such argument in my mind does more than any- 
thing else to drive the young-man away from 
the farm. It 5s simply making farm life a 
drudgery and the young boy a hater of the 
farm. I know by experience, -for "I have been 
there," that a.cow and a pig likes to sleep in 
the morning as long as the boy does, and if a 
farmer on an ordinary smsll farm such as is, 
run by the common farmer and his boys make 
the stock and 'pigs a regular time to feed in 
the morning you will not see or hear them 
schrivel or make noise. After this picture of 
Henry Johnson I should think it about time for 
the hired man and the farmer boy to cut out 
voting for such men. I also remember eight 
years ago when John J. Blaine ran independent 
against Mr. Philipp for governor, there were 
interviews printed in the State Journal which 
at that time was our progressive paper in Mad- 
ison before Richard • Loyd Jones turned
